lins and guitars 
The mo tio n is almo st 
to o quick, to o co mplicated fo r this, 
ho wev er, a nd it is the deftness o f fingers 
and no t o f feet which pro duces it. 
It comes from the only musica l in 
strmuent na tive to the West Indies, the 
“ cnira ,” which word is pronounced 
’’huir r -r a ,” with oa soft roll 
a nd 
twist to the tongue only possible to the 
na tive. 
The “ guira ” is a gourd va ry­ 
ing m size in different instruments. On 
the inverse curve of the gourd a re cut 
holes like those in the ba ck of a violin 
On tin* oilier side of the gourd opposite 
the holes is a series of deep scra tches, 
The pla yer bit la nces the gourd ia Ihn 
left ha nd, holding it lightly tha t none 
of the resona noe ma y be lost. With the 
voice from his wifi yesterda y by J udge 
right ha nd he ra pidly rubs this rough­ 
ened side of tin* gourd with a two tincd 
steel fork. 
In the ha nds of a novice 
this produces nothing but a ha rsh, dis­ 
a greea ble noise 
In the ha nds of a na ­ 
tive 
“ guira ” 
pla yer 
a 
wonderful 
rhythmic sound comes from this dried 
vegeta ble shell, a sound which, in its 
pla ce in the orchestra , becomes music, 
a nd most certa inly gives splendid time 
a nd much volume to the performa nce. 
The pla yer’s ha nd moves with light­ 
ning ra pidity. 
The steel fork a t times 
ma kes long sweeps the whole length of 
the gourd a nd then a ga in vibra tes with 
incredible swiftness over but a n inch 
or two of its surfa ce. 
There seems to 
be a perfect method in its pla ying, 
1 hough no musica l record is before tin* 
pla yer, a nd it seems to he a ma tter 
merely of his fa ncy mid his ea r a s to 
how his * a rt sha ll ha nnonizo with the 
melody of the stringed instruments. 
The players generally » nuke their own 
instruments » and apparently become ut 
cached to them, fo r as po o r a s these 
•tro lling players are, they will no t part 
with them to r their real v alue. They are 
iistinctly j( Po rto Rican curio , and the 
fo un i w ho can set or** ;i guira may co n 
gratulate himself, fo r it will he hard 
to gi ! aim i- the v ery thing which can 
he earned away fro m the island as a 
- luvciiir which is distinctly nativ e a nd 
peculiar. --Kansas City Star.
